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Budget raids 
piggy bank 

O No tax hikes while spending increases O Finance Minister Liepert 
denies government tabling feel-good budget for political gain 


Premier Alison Redford’s Tories 
delivered a pre-election budget 
Thursday that increased spending 
to record levels and raided billions 
from the piggy bank, while prom¬ 
ising the province will be out of 
the red within a year. 

There are no tax hikes, no new 
taxes, no significant program cuts 
and no job layoffs. And there is 
more money to pay for everything 
from new police officers to small¬ 
er class sizes to student loans. 

“We’ve delivered a budget that 
Albertans said they would sup¬ 
port,” Finance Minister Ron 
Liepert told reporters before deliv¬ 
ering the 2012-13 spending docu¬ 
ment. 

“That’s our job: To listen to 
Albertans.” 

The plan is predicated on the 
price of oil sta 3 dng high, even soar¬ 
ing to an average of $108 US a bar¬ 
rel by 2014, prompting the oppo¬ 
sition Wildrose party to label the 
premier “Alison in Wonderland.” 


It currently sits close to $100 a 
barrel. 

Liepert denied the government 
is doing a pre-election bait-and- 
switch by tabling a feel-good budg¬ 
et that will be followed after the 
election by job and program cuts 
when the Tories conduct a gov¬ 
ernment-wide financial review. 

Redford has promised to pass 
the budget, then drop the writ on 
a general election, with a cam¬ 
paign hkely to begin in mid-March. 

Wildrose Leader Danielle Smith 
said the Tories are budgeting on a 
wish and a prayer. 

“It’s an Alison in Wonderland 
budget,” said Smith. 

Brian Mason, leader of the NDP, 
agreed that the Tories are hand¬ 
ing out “goodies” based on unre¬ 
alistic projections. He said if Red- 
ford’s team wins the election it 
will then either hike taxes or cut

► The bills are to be paid for with 
rising oil revenues, taxes from a 
growing population and a $3.7- 
billion drawdown from the $7.5- 
billion Sustainability Fund.

Though PMMA-related 
overdoses are blamed in 
nine deaths in Alberta, 
the compound being 
mixed with ecstasy (MD¬ 
MA) has not left its fatal 
imprint in this city — yet. 

But it could happen 
any day, police warn. 

“PMMA is a chemical 
that’s not usually added 
into MDMA, which is ec¬ 
stasy,” Det. Guy Pilon, of 
the EPS drug and gang 
section, said on Thursday. 

“But with the influx of 
that into Calgary and Red 
Deer ... if it’s not here al¬ 
ready, it’s probably going 
to make its way.” 

The danger is people 
don’t know which drugs 
— and filler — they’re 
getting, Pilon said. 

“You can’t tell the dif¬ 
ference between a capsule 
or a pill or a tablet that is 
truly ecstasy, as opposed 
to one that contains other 
additives such as PMMA. 
So be very careful if 
you’re taking it,” he said. 

People often will take 
more tablets when they 
don’t feel a certain effect 
right away, which can 
lead to an overdose, Pilon 
said. 

Edmonton police say 
they will be present at 
electronic music events 
looking for drugs, and 
they’re warning of possi¬ 
ble arrests. 


Officers and public- 
safety teams will work 
with event producers to 
ensure the safety of 
ravers, they say. 

“If we have one over¬ 
dose or one death, that’s 
one too many,” said Sgt. 
Nicole Chapdelaine of EPS 
and the city’s public-safe¬ 
ty compliance team.

hospital on Jan. 28 after 
non-fatal suspected 
overdoses, which police 
believe may have been 
linked to ecstasy and

► In April 2008 , two teen 


girls were treated in 
hospital after overdosing 
on ecstasy.

She and her husband, 
Alain, received a call at 
their Leduc home Jan. 24 
that Nathan had been 
found dead near a water¬ 
fall outside the town of 
Pai. 

Mavis had spoken to 
Nathan a couple of days 
prior, and said he 
described the area as 
mountainous, beautiful 
and isolated — perfect for 
meditation and 
contemplation. 

“He went frequently to 
that waterfall,” said 
Mavis. “He just climbed

Mavis was told there 
was no harm to his body, 
but autopsy results could 
take months. 

For now, she’s glad his 
remains are home so they 
can celebrate his life.

O Harper hints Canada ready to take economic relationship to next level 


Canada 


A new poll suggests Cana¬ 
dians want China’s help 
driving the economy, but 
don't want China in the 
driver's seat. 

► Money. In the Canadian 
Press-Harris Decima 
survey, 51 per cent of 
Canadians polled 
welcomed Chinese invest¬ 
ment. 

► Ownership. But 49 per 
cent of those polled feel 
Chinese companies taking 
over an existing foreign- 
owned company operating 
in Canada is bad or very 
bad. 


A raft of agreements be¬ 
tween Canada and China 
may see the two countries 
ready to set sail on free- 
trade talks. 

But even as Chinese Pre¬ 
mier Wen Jiabao appeared 
ready to jump on that 
ship, Trade Minister Ed 
Fast was already 
backpedalling away from 
the possibility that Canada 
is ready for a trade deal 
that could revolutionize 
the economy. 

The spectre of a free- 
trade deal was raised as 
the two countries released 
a joint statement commit¬ 
ting to complete an joint 
economic study by May. 

That paves the way, 
Prime Minister Stephen 


Harper said, to move the 
economic relationship to 
the next level. 

“Further diversifying 
our trading relations has 
the potential of greatly ex¬ 
panding Canadian growth 
and job creation,” Harper 
said in a speech to the 
Canada-China business fo¬ 
rum at the close of his stop 
in Beijing. 

In a statement posted to 
the Chinese Foreign Min¬ 
istry website. Wen had 
gone further, saying the 
feasibility of a free trade 
agreement should be on 
the table. 

But when asked direct¬ 
ly, Trade Minister Ed Fast 
said Canada was taking 
things one step at a time. 


“We're not going to get 
ahead of ourselves,” he 
said. 

“Our end game is to 
deepen our trade relation¬ 
ship in one of our key pri¬ 
ority markets,” he added. 

The Harper government 
has placed a premium on 
signing free trade deals, 
launching and concluding 
negotiations with several 
countries over the last six 
years. 

But they can be political 
hot potatoes as the Mul- 
roney government learned 
in the late 1980s when it 
was negotiating a deal 
with the United States and 
had to fight an election on 
its merits.

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Economic power 
shifting: TD Bank 


Canadians are becoming 
increasingly pessimistic 
about the economy and 
gains in living standards 
will slow as economic pow¬ 
er increasingly shifts from 
east to west in the next 
decade, two bank reports 
said Thursday. 

An analysis by TD Bank 
also projects the resource- 
rich western provinces will 
grow faster than the na¬ 
tional average over the 
next 10 years while Quebec 
and Atlantic Canada will 
expand much more slowly. 

The TD projection, 
which looks at the years 
2016-2021, is an attempt to 
paint a picture of Canada 
as it will appear in about a 
decade, once the after-ef¬ 
fects of the recent reces¬ 
sion have dissipated. 

Pushing forward current 
trends, TD economists said 
they see the gravitation of 
economic power to Alberta 
and Saskatchewan continu¬ 
ing and picking up steam, 
along with the pull in mi¬ 
gration as immigrants and 
Canadians are lured West 
by the availability of jobs. 

This will have the effect 
of reversing what has been 
a gradual “convergence” of 
standards of living be¬ 
tween ‘have’ and have-not 
regions. 

“In Canada, we have 
seen evidence of economic 


convergence, but in recent 
years it has stalled and we 
may even see some of the 
progress reversed in the 
next decade,” said Derek 
Burleton, deputy chief 
economist with TD and a 
co-author of the report. 

That will have implica¬ 
tions for income dispari¬ 
ties, government revenues, 
and spending pressures on 
social services, he said. 

In another report, a Roy¬ 
al Bank study concluded 
that fewer than a third of 
Canadians — about 32 per 
cent — are positive about 
the short-term outlook for 
the economy. 

“We’re becoming more 
concerned about employ¬ 
ment prospects in Cana¬ 
da,” said Craig Wright, the 
Royal’s chief economist.

Greece deal may not 
meet terms: Germany 

O EU officials say even with debt forgiveness and planned austerity 
measures, a gap of about 15 billion euro remains to reach bailout targets

Not long after Greece made 
the politically unpopular 
decision to slash govern¬ 
ment spending to ease its 
debt crisis, Germany’s fi¬ 
nance minister questioned 
whether the deal goes far 
enough to earn approval of 
a crucial 130 billion euro 
($173 bilhon) bailout. 

Greece’s new austerity 
plan would make deep cuts 
to jobs and wages and it ig¬ 
nited fresh criticism from 
unions and the country’s 
labour minister, who re¬ 
signed in protest. Finance 
ministers from the 17 coun¬ 
tries that use the euro are 
meeting in Brussels to scru¬ 
tinize the plan. 

Greek prime minister 
Lucas Papademos earlier 
Thursday said that all major 
party leaders in the coun- 
tiy’s coalition government 
had given their backing to a 
new round of painful 
spending cuts he had 
worked out with the Euro¬ 
pean Union, the European 
Central Bank and the Inter¬ 


national Monetary Fund 
and that the talks “were 
successfully concluded.” 

However, Germany’s Fi¬ 
nance Minister Wolfgang 
Schaeuble warned Thurs¬ 
day that the new round of 
spending cuts appears to 
not yet fulfil all the condi¬ 
tions for the bailout. 


Germany is a leading 
force in the group of 17 
countries that use the euro 
as their currency using its 
economic clout to influence 
decision-making and policy. 

When eurozone leaders 
tentatively agreed on a sec¬ 
ond bailout for Greece in 
October, they set several 


key parameters that would 
have to be met for country 
to get more aid. 

“Those general require¬ 
ments are not fulfilled yet,” 
Schaeuble said, adding that 
no decision on the new 
bailout was expected at 
Thursday’s meeting. 
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ISPs not broadcasters: Supreme Court 


The Supreme Court of 
Canada has dismissed an 
appeal that sought to label 
Internet service providers 
as broadcasters. 

The court sided unani¬ 
mously with a Federal 
Court of Appeal ruling 


which said the service 
providers are not subject to 
the Broadcasting Act. 

The justices said these 
companies are simply pro¬ 
viding access to the Inter¬ 
net and aren’t involved in 
creating or choosing con¬ 


tent that people see online. 

If, however, ISPs stopped 
being neutral transmitters 
of information and began 
selecting what was sent, 
they could risk falling un¬ 
der broadcasting regula¬ 
tions. 


Groups representing 
content creators have ar¬ 
gued that ISPs should be re¬ 
quired to contribute to 
Canadian broadcasting just 
as cable and satellite com¬ 
panies do.

‘Safe’ bet for action 

O Richard Crouse and Steve Gow agree Safe House is pure visceral fun 
O Poor Ryan Reynolds is chewed up by the acting chops of Denzel Washington 


Richard: Steve, for most of 
the running time, Safe 
House is a pretty exciting 
action movie. Things blow 
up, Denzel is a cool bad 
guy, but when the movie 
slows down to tiy and pro¬ 
vide some back stoiy it 
kind of lost me. What did 
you think? 

Steve: Richard, 1 agree. Al¬ 
though the film begins 
with some fairly intense 
action, for the most part 
newcomer director Daniel 
Espinosa has crafted a pret¬ 
ty ordinaiy thriller. It’s got 
an overabundance of car 
chases, foot chases and fre¬ 
netic over-the-top fight 
scenes that, inasmuch as 


they seem stolen out of the 
Bourne series, wears thin 
pretty quick. Still, that 
Denzel can steal a scene, 
can’t he? 

RC: He sure can, much to 
the detriment of his costar 
Ryan Re 3 molds. Denzel 
wipes the floor with 
Re 3 molds. The tension of 
the movie comes from 
Washington. He’s a lead¬ 
ing man who isn’t afraid to 
explore the evil nature of 
his characters, and unlike 
other A-listers like Tom 
Cruise or Will Smith, who 
have it written in their 
contracts that they must 
be the hero, Washington 
adds in a heap of moral 


ambiguity, which keeps 
things interesting. 

SG: Absolutely. Unlike the 
doomed romantic sub-plot 
between Ryan Re 3 molds 
and a Parisian blondie. 1 
get that Espinosa is tiying 
to add character dimen¬ 
sion but it just ends up un- 
necessaiy and slows the 
rest of the film. Besides, 
Safe House is about viscer¬ 
al action first and foremost 
and it does deliver there. 
Almost unrelentingly. 

RC: Too bad Green Lantern 
didn’t have action half as 
good as Safe House. Then 
there might have been a se¬ 
quel and we’d all be talking 


about Re 5 molds in his 
green tights instead of how 
here he is mainly a pile of 
cliches who barely regis¬ 
ters when placed next to 
the more complex Wash¬ 
ington character. 

SG: Well, don’t expect any 
sequels here either. In fact, 
for a stoiy that was touted 
as one of the best unpro¬ 
duced scripts in Holl 3 Avood 
before it was snapped up, 
it doesn’t push the 
crooked CIA story any fur¬ 
ther than we’ve seen be¬ 
fore. Still, Denzel is clearly 
enjoying himself and 1 ex¬ 
pect most audiences will 
vicariously join him for 
the ride.

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McG’s ‘war’ of words 

O Big-talking director McG doesn’t hold back while promoting his new film This Means War 
O Read on to learn what he thinks about homoerotic endings and the MPAA’s rules on sex 



METRO WORLD NEWS IN HOLLYWOOD 

Director McG — previous¬ 
ly of the Charlie’s Angels 
movies and Terminator: 
Salvation — has never 
shied away from big talk. 
And it’s a quality he 
brought with him while 
promoting his latest, This 
Means War, an action 
movie/romantic-comedy 
hybrid about two CIA 
agents (Tom Hardy and 
Chris Pine) battling it out 
over the same girl (Reese 
Witherspoon). Here’s a 
look at some of his more 
eyebrow-raising state¬ 
ments about his film.

“It’s funny because it’s the 
prudish, uptight MPAA 
that’s fine with the vio¬ 
lent components, but any¬ 
thing that has to do with 
sexuality — like 1 had to 
open up my vein and 
bleed. But ‘You need to be 
a bigger liar because your 
boyfriend’s penis is so big 
that he’s getting a penile 
reduction and every time 
it lands in my urethra it’s 
like a poltergeist’ — who 
thinks that way?

1 don’t like lily-white 
movies with lily-white 
people bouncing around, 
but you also just got to do 
what you got to do. In the 
spirit of the Benetton ad 
rainbow coalition, you 
know, the most empow¬ 
ered character in the film 
is indeed a black woman 
[referring to Angela Bas¬ 
sett’s CIA boss]. 1 enjoy 
that the most powerful

1 love eth¬ 
nic diversity all over the 
place, but I’m hoping to 
just transcend beyond 
that.” 

On online dating: 

“The least you can say is, 
‘Hey, I’m really into going 
to bed at 9 o’clock and 1 
like zebras and, you know, 
role playing.’ And then 
you can get after it in that 
regard and you can nar¬ 
row it down to some de¬ 
gree.” 

On leading lady Reese 
Witherspoon: 

“She’s fearless. She’s giv¬ 
en birth twice, she can do 
anything.” 


On finding the right ending 
for the movie: 

“We wanted to have flexi¬ 
bility. We even talked 
about having two endings 
and releasing it — if it 
were on 3,000 screens, 
1,500 would have this 
one, and 1,500 would 
have that one — and just 
not say an 3 dhing. 

“There’s even an end¬ 
ing where the two boys 
end up in each other’s 
arms. A homoerotic fin¬ 
ish.

1 
should have gone with 
the dark ending for that 
one, so maybe I’ll do the 
dark ending with this 
one.” 


Tom Hardy 
messes with us 


► While he's made a name for 
himself with more serious 
performances in the likes of 
Bronson, Warrior and Tin¬ 
ker Tailor Soldier Spy, let it 
be known that Tom Hardy 
has a wicked sense of 
humour In fact, he 
sometimes has trouble an¬ 
swering questions serious¬ 
ly. When asked about the 
advent of online dating — a 
key plot point in This 
Means War; Hardy veers off 
into an anti-Internet 
polemic, keeping a straight 
face the whole time. “I 
think it's abhorrent, I think 
the whole thing is 
abhorrent” he says.

Karl Lagerfeld thinks 
Edgar Ramirez sits on the 
cusp of major stardom, 
and with a high-profile 
role in March’s Wrath of 
the Titans, it’s easy to see 
why. 

The two bonded after 
Lagerfeld photographed 
the Venezuelan actor in a 
series of sessions. Lager¬ 
feld later discovered and 
enjoyed his films. But 
Ramirez admits he never 
even intended to act. 

In fact, it took the suc¬ 
cess of Amores Perros, a 
film written by his friend 
Guillermo Arriaga, to 
nudge him into movies — 
Ramirez had passed up an 
opportunity to star in the 
film in order to focus on 
his studies. 

After holding his own 
alongside Matt Damon in 
The Bourne Ultimatum, 
generating online buzz 
over a rumored Star Trek 2 
role, and nabbing a Most 
Promising Actor Cesar 
Award in France for Car¬ 
los, Ramirez has earned 
more than enough one-to- 
watch points to push him 
into leading man territory. 
He talks about them all. 

On not doing Amores 
Perros 10 years ago 

“Once 1 realized that this 
was the movie my friend 
had offered me the possi¬ 
bility to be in, 1 realized 
that it was worth it to give 


acting a shot. It just wasn’t 
a priority at the time. 

“1 didn’t foresee it. My 
life was supposed to go 
somewhere else. 1 was 
preparing to be a political 
journalist or a diplomat, a 
member of an internation¬ 
al organization. That was 


pretty much the arena 
where 1 was heading to. 

But actually, not being 
in [Amores Perros] was the 
trigger for me to follow 
the other interests in my 
life — the interests for 
performing arts and 
movies. So it was a pivotal 


revelation for me.” 

On his sci-fi leanings 

“It’s very interesting to go 
from one t 5 ^e of 
moviemaking to another. 
Wrath of the Titans was a 
completely different expe¬ 
rience for me. 


The characters that I’ve 
played so far, they have in¬ 
habited a naturalistic, real¬ 
istic world. 

So for me, it was very 
interesting to explore this 
sort of fantasy.

A good scare is a hard 
thing to come by on a 
primetime television se¬ 
ries, which tend to steer 
clear of horror outside of 
dead bodies on a cop show. 
But when Paranormal Ac¬ 
tivity mastermind Oren 
Peli is at the helm, fear be¬ 
comes the central plot. 

The terror auteur makes 
his television debut with 
The River, a paranormal 
thriller that chronicles the 
search for nature show 
host Dr. Emmet Cole 
(Bruce Greenwood), who 
has disappeared in the 
Amazon. 

The rescue operation is 
spearheaded by Cole’s for¬ 
mer co-stars — his wife 
(Leslie Hope) and son (Joe 
Anderson), who assemble 
a team that includes a film 
crew documenting the ex¬ 
pedition. 

But the hunt for clues 
quickly leads to unexpect¬ 
ed, unearthly finds — like 
angry spirits and terrify¬ 
ingly evil baby dolls. 


“We were all on the 
same page that the way we 
want to create the scares is 
not with goiy images or 
an 3 ^hing that’s overly visu¬ 
al,” says Peli. The “we” he 
refers to includes produc¬ 


ing partner Steven Spiel¬ 
berg, who convinced him 
to turn The River into a TV 
series rather than a film. 

“We want to create the 
kind of anxiety and ten¬ 
sion that allows the audi¬ 


ence to use their own 
imagination to fill in the 
blanks and kind of create 
their own worst-case 
nightmare scenario.” 

The effect is artfully 
achieved by using “found”

Showrunner Zack Estrin 
finds the tactic so crucial 
to the heart of the show 
that he refers to it as “the 
use of the camera as a 
character.” 

“When you’re watching 
the show, you aren’t just, 
you know, seeing people 
react,” Estrin says. 

“You’re actually having 
the filmmakers them¬ 
selves react because those 
camera guys are getting 
scared just the same as 
everybody else, and I think 
it has a much bigger im¬ 
pression on the audience.” 


About Mr. 
Spielberg 

Getting a television series, 
Oren Peli says, was as sim¬ 
ple as meeting with 
Steven Spielberg. Which, 
of course, wasn’t very sim¬ 
ple at all. 

“It actually started with 
an idea that I had for a 
movie, which was much 
more simple than the way 


The River has evolved,” 

Peli says. “It was just going 
to be about a documentary 
crew that has gone 
missing in the rainforest 
and filming the rescue 
mission to find them. I de¬ 
veloped this idea with a 
couple of my producing 
partners, and we just put 
it aside and went on to 
produce other films. Then 
I had a meeting with 
Steven Spielberg, and he 


told me, ‘Hey, we should 
do a TV show together,’ 
and I’m thinking, ‘OK. 
Sure, whatever you say.’” 

At that point, Peli 
admits, “I was barely figur¬ 
ing out the world of 
movies. I had no idea 
about an 3 thing with TV, 
and I tried to come up 
with some cool idea for a 
TV show.” He turned his 
focus back to films, and 
ended up chatting with 


the writer of Paranormal 
Activity 2 about ideas that 
never came to fruition. 

“I was telling him about 
this idea for the missing 
rainforest expedition, and 
he goes crazy for this,” Peli 
remembers, “like, ‘Why 
waste it on one movie? 

You can turn it into a 
whole TV show, and every 
episode they get into 
another adventure.’”

Although the credits on 
Sharon Van Etten’s new al¬ 
bum read like the roster of 
an indie rock all-star game, 
at its heart, Tramp sounds 
exactly the way a Sharon 
Van Etten album should 
sound. Aaron Dressner of 
The National produced it; 
Matt Barrick of The Walk- 
men does most of the 
drumming; Zach Conden 
of Beirut, Jenn Wasner of 
Wye Oak and Julianna Bar- 
wick all provide integral 
vocal parts.

L ast weekend, 1 
was asked to be a 
guest on CKUW, 
the campus sta¬ 
tion at the Uni¬ 
versity of 

Winnipeg, the place 1 got 
my start in radio back in 
1980. It was chaotic place 
with barely serviceable 
equipment and a closed- 
circuit broadcast radius 
that encompassed one 
hallway and one cafeteria. 
The potential audience

ranged from several hun¬ 
dred to zero, not counting 
the times when the speak¬ 
ers in the cafeteria were 
vandalized because some¬ 
one didn’t like the music 
that was being played. 

My shift was from 8:30- 
9:30 Friday mornings, as¬ 
suring me of a maximum 
audience of about twelve. 


But despite the station’s 
shortcomings and inade¬ 
quacies, CKUW is where 1 
first got to speak into a 
mic, cued up a record and 
got to mix music. It pro¬ 
vided just enough experi¬ 
ence for me to land my 
first-ever job at a real com¬ 
mercial radio station. 

While in Winnipeg last 


week, 1 was asked to par¬ 
ticipate in CKUW’s annual 
fundraising drive. 1 hadn’t 
been back since 1983, so 1 
was curious to see how 
things had changed. 

The station now has an 
over-the-air license, broad¬ 
casting at 95.9 EM and 
runs 24-7. The studios are 
out of the basement and

have a on-air studio, a pro¬ 
duction studio and a room 
where bands can set up 
and perform. 

Sheldon, the interview¬ 
er, asked, “Can you talk 
about the importance of 
campus and community 
radio today?” Here’s what 
1 told him. 

At a time when com¬ 
mercial radio stations are 
tightening their playlist 
and sticking with familiar 
big hits to preserve pre¬ 
cious ratings, campus sta¬ 
tions have become even 
more important to the cul¬ 
tural ecosystem. Without 
having to rely on ratings 
for revenue, these stations 


are free to explore the 
fringes of music, culture 
and opinion. 

While the presentation 
may sometimes be ama¬ 
teurish, the content and 
intent is terribly impor¬ 
tant. Want to hear the 
widest variety of new and 
cool indie music from a 
bunch of different genres? 
Ideas and opinions not 
found in the mainstream 
media? Want to really 
dig into the cultural fabric 
of your city? The answer 
in each case is campus 
and community radio. 

Keep this in mind when 
CKUW and other stations 
of its kind ask for your 
support. Write them a 
cheque. And be generous. 
You’re preserving a vital 
part of the Canadian cul¬ 
tural ecosystem.

Jamie Hince may be mar¬ 
ried to a supermodel, but 
he finds a roomful of 
screaming fans way more 
intimidating. 

The British guitarist

still gets the jitters before 
eveiy show. But he has a 
theory on that. 

“1 think it’s easier when 
you’re in a band of four or 
five people if you’re the 
bass player and your bass 
goes wrong, the band car¬ 
ries on,” Hince explains. 

“But with The Kills, if 
the guitar stops, the music 
stops. You’ve taken a prop¬ 
er tumble.” 


But being part of such a 
small group has its bene¬ 
fits. When reflecting back 
on the four Kills albums 
he’s made with bandmate 
Alison Mosshart, Hince 
notes that the simplicity 
allowed for a lot of experi¬ 
mentation, especially on 
their early albums. 


“When you’re working 
in a two-piece, you tend to 
be fascinated by what you 
can do by leaving things 
out,” he says. 

“So the first couple of 
records were really experi¬ 
menting with that, and 
then 1 upgraded and 
bought MFC 60 drum ma¬ 


chine that kind of kicked 
open the door to hip-hop, 
and 1 just went crazy on 
that and spent hours and 
hours striking my drums 
and really getting into it.” 

Given all the time to re¬ 
flect on his band’s evolu¬ 
tion with a series of 
anniversary shows, Hince

admits that their contro¬ 
versial start — in which 
they shunned most inter¬ 
views and flouted rules 
about say, smoking on¬ 
stage — is a far ciy from 
where they are now as a 
band.

O Grammy nominations don’t reflect big year for Canadians 


This past year was one of 
the best in recent memoiy 
for chart-storming Canadi¬ 
an artists, yet you wouldn’t 
know it tuning in to this 
weekend’s Grammy 

Awards. 

But there’s no need to 
raise those patriotic pitch- 
forks. While there was a 
point in December in 
which four of the top five 
slots on the U.S. Billboard 
charts were occupied by 
Canadian artists, most of 
music’s Grammy-worthy 
Canucks were simply fash¬ 
ionably late in 2011. 

The eligibility period for 
this year’s awards — to be 
broadcast Sunday from 
L.A.’s Staples Center on 
Global and CBS — ran from 
Sept. 1, 2010 to Sept. 30, 
2011. 

Chief among the Gram¬ 
my shoo-ins who didn’t 
make the cut? Drake, 
whose innovative slow 
bum sophomore record 
Take Care topped critics’ 
polls, earning praise for its 
flickering, ennui-steeped 
R&B/hip-hop hybrid. The al¬ 
bum opened at No. 1 in the 
U.S. en route to platinum 
sales. 

The fact that the 25-year- 
old from Toronto reeled in 
three nominations an 5 Avay 
— for collaborations with 
Nicki Minaj, Rihanna and 
DJ Khaled — suggests that 
the Recording Academy re¬ 
ally, really likes him. But 
when it comes to Take

While it’s tough to tell 
whether 17-year-old teen- 
pop sensation Justin Bieber 
would have been nominat¬ 
ed for his own feather¬ 
weight holiday collection. 
Under the Mistletoe (the 
Stratford, Ont., native is a 
two-time nominee, after 
all), he also missed the eligi¬ 
bility period by a little over 
a month. 

Ditto divisive hard-rock¬ 
ers Nickelback. Say what 
you will about the midtem- 
po, midbrow sludge- 
slingers, they’ve been 
nominated for six Gram¬ 
mys in the past. But Here 
and Now came out in No¬ 
vember, when it was “Here 
and Late” in Grammy 
terms. 

And Feist’s Metals was 
the closest of all, hitting 
stores on Oct. 4 in the U.S. 
and Canada. While the con¬ 
templative disc lacks the 
immediate pop splendour 
of predecessor The Re¬ 
minder — which earned 
the Toronto-based song¬ 
writer four Grammy nomi¬ 
nations in 2008 — the 
record was praised widely 
for its inventive instrumen¬ 
tation and sturdy song 
craft. 

But like many of her 
high-profile compatriots. 
Feist will just have to wait 
until next year to find out if 
Metals is worthy of Gram¬ 
my attention.

1 Place all the spices and sea¬ 
sonings for the croutons in 
a heavy based frying pan. Gen¬ 
tly toast over a very low heat 
for approximately 10-15 
minutes, removing from over 
before they burn. Put in a small 
bowl and reserve until needed 
for the croutons. Preheat oven 
to 425 F (220 C) gas mark 7 . 

2 Season the flour with the 
mustard powder, salt and 
pepper. Toss the lamb in the 
seasoned flour and coat well. 
Rub together 25 g of butter and 
the remaining seasoned flour. 

3 Crush the garlic, slice the 
onion into rings and finely 
chop the shallots. Fry in the re¬ 
maining butter and olive oil un¬ 
til golden brown. Remove and 
set aside.

4 In the same pan, fry the 
flour-coated lamb in 
batches until browned on all 
sides. Remove and place in a 
flameproof casserole dish and 
add the reserved garlic, onion 
and shallot mixture. 

5 To the same frying pan, 
add the Kahlua and the 
coffee to the sticky brown 
residue in the pan and, over 
medium heat. Use a whisk to 
scrape up all the bits from the 
base of the pan for about 4 
minutes. The sauce should be 
reduced by half and form a 
glossy smooth sauce. 

6 Add the lamb stock and 
the flour and butter mix¬ 
ture, continuing to stir. Bring to 
a boil and pour over the meat 
and onion mixture. 

7 Place the casserole dish in 
the middle of the oven for 
and cook for 15 minutes. Then 
reduce the temperature to 160 
C (325 F) gas mark 3 and cook 
for another 45 minutes or until 
the lamb is tender.

The NHL is expecting to 
eclipse Michigan Stadium’s 
Guinness World Record 
hockey crowd of 104,173 
for a 2010 NCAA game. 

“Even with 115,000 or 
more tickets available, we 
still won’t have enough to 
satisfy the demand,” said 
commissioner Gary
